Crescent, Luton, said wife Beryl 
and granddaughter Lizzie, mes¬ 
saged him after witnessing the 
horror smash on Wednesday. 

They had been enjoying their 
luxury holiday aboard the P&O 
cruise ship Azura when the 
crash took place, killing one and 
injuring nine of the 12 passen¬ 
gers on board. 

Beryl and Lizzie were stuck 
behind the accident on a ‘twisty 


hill’, before they were told they 
would have to ‘turn around and 
go back’ to the ship. 

Later, they text Mr Turvey: 
“Just heard accident involved 
passengers from ship and one 
was killed. We could easily have 
been on that coach - how scary 
is that?” 

A spokesman for P&O Cruises 
confirmed the incident and said 
nine guests from the ship were 
injured, with one confirmed 
dead.

I DIDN’T stay up to watch the American 
election. 

Listening to pundits speculate over how 
unlikely Trump’s victory would be and how 
monumental the impact was reminiscent of 
a night in lune I would rather forget. 

A tweet broke the news to me less than 
gently at 6.30am on Wednesday morning. 


Waking up again to surreal and uncertain times 


What does Trump’s victory mean? That 
having a bad reputation in politics is almost 
as good - if not better - than having a good 
one. That the people who say they voted 
because their views aren’t heard are proba¬ 
bly right. But that this is not necessarily a 
mandate upon which to govern the most 
powerful country in the world. 

Only time will tell whether Donald I 
Trump can make their American dreams 
come true. 

The businessman had a clear message for 
the people of America who felt left behind 
by their economic system - and they 


responded to it. There is no denying that 
Trump has been entertaining at times over 
the past few months: a terrifying blond 
monstrosity of a man; a cartoon character. 

But when no amount of‘pussy-grabbing’, 
bigotry and racist rhetoric can dissuade 
voters it tells us something very powerful. 

These are certainly surreal and uncertain 
times we live in. The challenge now - for 
European leaders, and for America’s next 
commander in chief - is to remember that 
divisive rhetoric and campaigning might 
work in elections, but it can have devastat¬ 
ing consequences back in the real world.

A FORMER employee at the old 
Vauxhall works could be Britain's 
oldest poppy seller - at the grand old 
age of 101. 

Walter ‘Wally’ Randall has been 
hailed as the country’s oldest fund¬ 
raiser for the Royal British Legion, 
although he admits he’s not 100 per 
cent sure himself. 

Wally, born in the village of Wing, 
Buckinghamshire, on September 8, 
1915, has been selling poppies for the 
Royal British Legion in Leighton 
Buzzard since the early 1950s.

“I don’t know whether I’m the oldest 
poppy seller or not - it all came about 
when someone put me on Facebook 
and said, ‘no, here’s the oldest one.’ 

“My favourite thing about it is 
people’s generosity - when someone 
puts money in but says ‘I’ve already 
got a poppy’. It’s very gratifying.” 

Wally worked for more than 40 years 
for Vauxhall in Luton, performing 
roles including material handler and 
production setter, retiring aged 64. 

Before that, his army career had 
taken him to places such as Italy and 
Egypt. 



Wally, who now lives in Leighton 
Buzzard, is still ‘as fit as a fiddle’ 
according to son Nicholas, 69. 

He continues to have an active role 
in community life, delivering local 
magazines and being involved with 
the masons. 

Nicholas said: “We’re all so proud of 
him. He’s on no medication at all, I’m 
on more than him!”

A CAT owner has been left devastated 
after his two cats had to be put to sleep 
within a week of each other after being 
poisoned.

A CORONER praised as ‘one 
of the best’ has handed in his 
notice. 

Tom Osborne, who was 
appointed senior coroner for 
Bedfordshire in 2013, has 
stepped down from his role 
after overseeing dozens of 
high profile inquests such as 
the ‘ToryTatler’ case. 

Vicki Seabrook, managing 
director at clinical negligence 
law firm Scrivenger Seabrook 
Solicitors said: 

“It is a sad loss. He was one 
of the best. I always said I 
would be happy to have any 
inquest heard by him as even 
if you did not get the result 
you wanted he would leave no 
stone unturned. He forced 
the hospital into transparen¬ 
cy when it came to uncom¬ 
fortable cases.” 

Mr Osborne worked on the 
other side of the court as a 
solicitor specialising in medi¬ 


cal negligence cases for 20 
years before becoming a cor¬ 
oner. 

A spokesman for Central 
Bedfordshire Council said: 
“We can confirm that the 
Senior Coroner for 
Bedfordshire and Luton area 
has submitted a letter of res¬ 
ignation. 

“To ensure continuity of ser¬ 
vice, Central Bedfordshire 
Council has begun the pro¬ 
cess of appointing a new 


Senior Coroner to fill the post 
when it becomes vacant at the 
end of January 2017.

Hero honoured after 
saving man from fire

AN OFF-DUTY fireman risked his life to free 
a driver trapped inside a blazing car that had 
collided with a lorry carrying gas cylinders 
in a lOOmph crash. 

Martyn Brown, a roofer and part-time fire¬ 
fighter from Toddington, was driving along 
the A507 to Ampthill from Shefford in 
September when he witnessed the smash. 

The car was already on fire and filling with 
smoke as Martyn, 33, stepped in to save the 
man, who was drifting in and out of 
consciousness after hitting his head so hard 
in the impact it broke the windscreen. 

He kicked open the door, crawled inside the 
wreckage and took a split-second decision to 
pull him to safety before the car was fully 
engulfed by the flames. 

The dad-of-two said: “I could see the poor 
chap’s head in the driver’s side and thought 
he could die a really horrible death. 

“He looked like he was out cold. But due to 
the fire now engulfing the lorry and the LPG 



cylinders, I took the decision to complete 
rapid extraction of the casualty trapped with¬ 
in the vehicle.” 

His quick-thinking led to Martyn being 
awarded the Tom Smylie Memorial Trophy at 
Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue Service’s annu¬ 
al awards last month. Martyn added: “I didn’t 
think, just acted. It was the right thing to do. 
Everything I did is down to my training. Every 
firefighter does this; I was off-duty but we all 
have a duty to the public we serve.” 


People urged to test their smoke alarms 


FIRE minister Brandon Lewis 
launched this year’s Fire Kills 
campaign on Monday where he 
highlighted the importance of 
having and testing smoke alarms. 

The minister was welcomed to 
Luton Fire Station by Bedfordshire 


Fire and Rescue Service’s chief 
fire officer Paul Fuller. 

He also met Kelly Gilbert who 
was recently saved from a fire in 
her Potton home with her young 
baby after being alerted to the 
blaze by a smoke alarm. 


“There were 229 fire related 
deaths in the home last year,” Mr 
Lewis said. “The Fire Kills cam¬ 
paign hopes that by encouraging 
everyone to test their smoke 
alarms at least once a month 
more deaths can be prevented.”

Shops add to traffic woes 

The Bury Park community still can’t 
move on from the tragic accident of 
the little girl who died after being hit 
by a bus. At first they appeared to 
blame the bus driver. Then they 
engaged an ‘expert’ who tried unsuc¬ 
cessfully to find fault with the road 
layout. Now, I hear, they are seeking 
to have buses re-routed. But they are 
still looking the wrong way for the 
solution to their problem. 

The truth is that the problem of 
traffic versus people in Bury Park is a 
largely self-inflicted one. 

As someone who lived in the town 
before the arrival of the Asian com¬ 
munity may I offer my analysis of the 
situation so that Bury Park can return 
to being the very safe and pleasant 
shopping area it once was? 

This shopping centre was once 
blessed with very wide pavements 


made up of public footpaths and wide 
forecourts in front of the shops. These 
forecourts allowed people to browse 
shop windows without impeding the 
public footpaths. 

However, when the new owners 
realised that the forecourts were part 
of their premises they adopted the 
practice, which is widespread in 
many eastern countries I have visited: 
that of displaying their wares on 
every available square inch of their 
property especially including the 
forecourts. 

This, of course, now means that in 
order to ‘browse’, shoppers cannot 
avoid blocking the footpath. So peo¬ 
ple often have to step onto the road to 
get by. This is made even worse by 


shop owners putting their empty 
boxes on the edge of the footpath for 
collection. 

So the solution could not be more 
simple: the shopkeepers should adopt 
the original (intended) practice of 
conducting their business inside 
their shops rather than on the fore¬ 
courts in front of them.

I was invited to visit France a 
week ahead of the first year 
commemoration of the Paris 
attacks. 

I was joined by Muslim and 
Anglican leaders from across 
the U.K. 

The main objective of was 
to show our solidarity with 
the people of France, who 
were brutally murdered 
because of the toxic ideology 
of extremists, who seek to 
divide our diverse and 
peaceful communities. 

The interfaith visit to 
France included Mass in a 
Normandy church, where an 
elderly Catholic priest, Father 
Jacques Hamel was brutally 
murdered last July. 

I reassured the community 
in this time of sadness and 
concluded the meeting by 
saying: “We share your pain 
and are committed to stand 
together against such evil. 

“We are all appalled to 
hear that these events hap¬ 
pened inside a place of wor¬ 
ship, where people gather to 
worship God and share his 
message of love and peace 
and this adds a greater ele¬ 
ment of barbarity to what 
took place that day.” 

It was positive to hear that 
the response to this tragic 
murder was love, colleagues 
emphasised that the resil¬ 
ience of the community was 
due to relationships built 
over years with other faith 
communities. 

It was reassuring to see 
that the Muslim-Christian 
relationship was so strong, 
that the Christian community 
donated a piece of land to 
the Muslim community for 1 
Euro, so they could build a 
place of worship. 


This demonstrated the 
importance of investing in 
local relationships with other 
communities. 

The interfaith visit also 
included a visit to Bataclan 
theatre, where 89 innocent 
victims of terrorism were 
killed. 

We laid flowers and shared 
our message of peace with 
those who were brutally 
murdered. 

Those responsible claimed 
to represent Islam; we open¬ 
ly condemned their actions 
and said these killers do not 
represent my faith or me. 

We openly condemned 
their actions and denounced 
their so called state. 

We were invited to the 
Grand Mosque of Paris, 
where we spoke with the 
Director of Theology regard¬ 
ing the rise of Islamophobia 
in France. 

We discussed how these 
terrorist attacks have had 
detrimental effects such as 
alienation, discrimination and 
hate towards Muslims. 

We concluded the meeting 
by sending a strong message 
to extremists and those who 
have hatred towards our 
peaceful communities. 

I want to conclude my jour¬ 
ney by saying that we must 
thrive to bring our communi¬ 
ties together as we are all 
human regardless of our 
race, religion, ethnicity, gen¬ 
der or disability. 

We have more in common 
than those who seek to 
divide our diverse and 
peaceful communities.

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Jumping to front 
of housing queue

RESIDENTS who have lived 
in Luton for five years or 
more look set to be given a 
jump to the front of the 
queue for social housing. 

Luton Borough Council is 
trying to stem the flow of 
people from London and 
surrounding towns who are 
arriving and getting housing 
in the town, and instead give 
priority to its own residents. 

More than 11,500 appli¬ 
cants are on the housing 


waiting list, far outstripping 
supply. 

According to Councillor 
Tom Shaw, cabinet member 
for housing, landlords in 
Luton are giving priority to 
people from the capital. 

This is because they can get 
a better deal through the 
Local Housing Allowance 
(LHA) - the amount of benefit 
paid towards rent, which is a 
higher amount for London 
than it is Luton. 

The policy change, which 
should be approved by the 
council’s executive at a meet¬ 


ing tomorrow, will give prior¬ 
ity to residents who have 
lived in the town for a 
continuous period of five 
years. That’s two more than 
the current three-year 
threshold which was imple¬ 
mented in September 2013. 

Councillor Shaw said: “The 
last six months in particular 
it’s been getting worse and 
worse, we have to take some 
action to stop it. 

“We can’t accept thousands 
of people from outside the 
town. We need to give Luton 
people a fairer deal.”

A YEAR ago today 137 people 
were killed in the French 
capital Paris when ISIS sup¬ 
porters launched attacks 
across the city. 

Last weekend, a Luton 
community leader joined a 
trip to France to express 
solidarity with those killed 
by terrorist attacks in the 
country over the past year. 

The group, made up of five 
imams and three Christian 
leaders, travelled to 
Normandy and Paris, sites of 
ISIS terrorist attacks in the 
last 12 months. 

One of the party was 
Dawood Masood, leader of 
Al-Hira Trust, a Luton inter¬ 
faith group. They visited 
Paris on November 5 and 
then travelled to Etienne-du- 
Rouvray the following day, 
where a priest was killed by 
militants on July 26 this year. 

Mr Masood said: “Our first 
stop in Paris was visiting the 
Bataclan, the site of the 
shootings last November. 

“We met with nearby Jewish 
leaders and discussed the 
impact of the events on the 
local community.” 

They also visited a number 


of other sites affected by the 
simultaneous attacks in the 
French capital.Mr Masood 
said: “We then went to the 
church in Saint-Etienne-du- 
Rouvray, where Father Jaques 
Hamel was killed.” 

While there, they met 
colleagues of Father Hamel 
and also members of the 
town’scongregation. 

Mr Masood said the people 
of the town feel no different 
towards each other than they 
did before. He added: “They 


feel this way because the 
people who committed this 
horrific crime were not from 
their community. 

“The Muslim and Christian 
communities had a very close 
relationship before and that 
has not changed since. 

“Attacks like this cause divi¬ 
sion and fear, we wanted to 
go over there to show togeth¬ 
erness and solidarity.”

HOW do you go missing in 
one of the most monitored 
nations in the world? 

A Bedfordshire on Sunday 
Freedom of Information 
request has revealed that 
hundreds of people are 
reported missing each year 
in Bedfordshire and some 
have not been seen since the 
1970s. 

On average, (using data 
from 2010-2015) 567 missing 
person alerts are received by 
Bedfordshire Police each 
year - and an average 303 of 
which will be men. 

There are currently 65 out¬ 
standing cases, 43 of which 
relate to people who have 
been missing for over a year. 

Every year, most 
Bedfordshire reports are for 
teenagers - an average 319 
each year. 

And the numbers of miss¬ 
ing person reports plummet 
over the Christmas holidays: 
an average 37 missing per¬ 
son alerts are received dur¬ 
ing December compared to 
averages of 58, 64 and 61 
during May, June and July, 
respectively. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Liz Mead, and lead for the 
missing persons unit at 
Bedfordshire Police revealed 
‘the vast majority of people 


are found missing within 
hours’. 

“You’d be surprised by how 
many people are found in 
garden sheds or in their own 
homes. 

“The first thing that hap¬ 
pens when you report a 
missing person is we will 
risk assess it: if have they 
gone missing before, what 
might have triggered the 
episode, did they leave a 
note. 

“Two officers are normally 
deployed to the home 
address of the informant to 
ask further questions and 
get a photograph. The risk 
assessment is really impor¬ 
tant - sometimes people 
ring up and really they know 


exactly where that person is 
because they’ve been killed.” 

Missing persons work has 
become so intertwined with 
Child Sexual Exploitation 
investigations that the two 
units co-located to a base in 
Flitwick last month. 

“We work very closely with 
social care,” DCI Mead 
explained. 

“If someone is going miss¬ 
ing regularly it is about try¬ 
ing to establish why and 
resolving the problem. We 
do get comments on social 
media- is this the same per¬ 
son again? But it doesn’t 
mean they’re any less vul¬ 
nerable. We are also focus¬ 
ing on reporting as soon as 
there is a concern - it’s about

after a six-year search but 
did not want their contact 
details passed on. It does 
happen.” 

But some slip through the 
net altogether. Sonica Hans, 


then aged 35, went missing 
from her Bedford home on 
Boxing Day 2012 after telling 
her sister and housemate 
Manisha that she was just 
popping out to the shops. 

A woman matching her 
description was spotted on 
CCTV outside the Swan hotel 
but she hasn’t been seen or 
heard of since. And in 
December 2014, 13-year-old 
Luton girl Lillian Jacobson 
left her uncle’s home for 
school but didn’t turn up for 
her classes and disappeared. 

“Missing persons are never 
assumed dead,” DCI Mead 
said “we never, ever give up.”

‘Prisoners took matters into their own hands’ 


A RIOT involving hundreds of 
prisoners broke out at Bedford 
jail last Sunday. 

Guards retreated after pris¬ 
oners went on the rampage, 
ransacked offices, stole medi¬ 
cal equipment and set fires. It 
took six hours, stun grenades 
and a host of ‘specialist’ offic¬ 
ers in riot gear to subdue the 
disturbance. The next day 


inmates were transferred to 
jails across the country and 
three men aged 39, 37 and 26 
were arrested on suspicion of 
committing offences under 
the Prison Security Act. 

Howard League for Penal 
Reform’s Andrew Neilson said: 
“Less than two months after 
Bedford was described by the 
Chief Inspector of Prisons as 


an ‘abject failure’, we see 
shocking evidence in the riot 
that broke out. 

“Bedford is unsafe, over¬ 
crowded and understaffed. 
Prisoners can obtain drugs 
easily but cannot get essen¬ 
tials such as clothes and 
sheets. Things are now so bad 
prisoners effectively took 
matters into their own hands.” 


Tourist detained 
for manslaughter

A LATVIAN tourist who battered an IT 
engineer to death with a fire extinguisher is 
to be detained indefinitely in a secure mental 
health unit. 

Reinis Pupolins, 22, launched a random 
attack on Ashwin Desai in a lift at the Hampton 
Hilton Hotel near Luton Airport on September 
20 last year. 

Mr Desai, who had an eight-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, was flown back home to Canada in a coma 
where he died in hospital three months later. 

Luton Crown Court heard on Monday that 
Pupolins had suffered a psychotic episode and 
that voices told him to kill someone. 


Pupolins had been on holiday in Madeira 
and returned to Bristol airport but missed a 
flight back to Latvia and so had booked anoth¬ 
er from Luton. 

He told a receptionist at the nearby Ibis hotel 
that the Russian Mafia and spies were moni¬ 
toring him. 

The diagnosis was very likely to be paranoid 
schizophrenia, said ludge Michael Kay QC. 

The prosecution accepted a not guilty plea to 
murder and guilty plea to manslaughter on 
the grounds of diminished responsibility. 

Judge Kay made an order under Section 37 
and 41 of the Mental Health Act which means 
Pupolins will be detained in a secure psychi¬ 
atric unit under a continuous restriction 
order. 


Teen adds a personal touch to police car 


A BUDDING young artist has given a police 
car a dash of colour. 

Eleanor Clark, 14, a Queensbury Academy 
pupil from Dunstable, won an art competi¬ 
tion held by Bedfordshire Police which asked 
youngsters to create a design expressing 
what policing means to the community. 

Her artwork is now on a non-response 
vehicle which will be used by community 
teams to carry out patrols and enquiries. 

Eleanor said: “It shows the towns, cities 
and the rural sides, and the hands show the 
police and community coming together. 

“It’s very exciting to see it on the car in 
real life.”

A CITY which belies its reputation, 
Amsterdam is unlike any other. 

Canals, cyclists and coffee shops are 
the first three things you notice, and 
while British tourists have a deserved 
reputation of getting a cheap flight over 
and spending a weekend in a haze, 
they’re missing out on the best the city 
has to offer. 

The cannabis culture, along with the 
red light district, has given the city a 
near taboo reputation. But it really does 
have something for everyone. 

Be it the art galleries, the architec¬ 
ture or simply spending a day wander¬ 
ing around the canals, Amsterdam is a 
near perfect city break. 

Upon arrival, we dropped our bags 
off at our hotel and immediately went 
exploring. 

We walked in to the city to get our 
bearings, and the first thing that strikes 
you as you head toward the centre of 
the city is just how stunning it is. 

Seemingly endless streets of town- 
houses overlooking canals, some crook¬ 
ed due to the wet ground they are built 
on, immediately gives the place a 
unique charm.

In terms of getting around, I’ve never 
been anywhere easier. Cycling is the

tourists seem to follow, though walking 
is just as easy. In terms of public 
transport, a tram card is your best 
friend - you’re never more than a five 
minute walk from a stop. 

Things to see include the 
Rijksmuseum, even if just to get a 
generic touristy photo of the Amsterdam 
sign and not to go in, and the Heineken 


Experience, which exceeded my normal 
expectation for a brewery tour. 

Lastly, the ease of access to some of 
the world’s greatest cities from 
Bedfordshire never ceases to amaze 
me. 

It took five hours door-to-door to get 
from my house in Bedford to the 
Ramada Apollo in Amsterdam, flying via 


Luton Airport. My only regret about the 
trip was as a result of my own amateur 
mistake, I missed out on the Anne 
Frank House. However, as I’m pretty 
sure there will be a next time I’ll be sure 
to book online!

Sinatra got a kick out of this 



Jeanette

THE singing, dancing and acting 
talents of Frank Sinatra have 
been boiled down these days to 
two songs - New York, New York 
and My Way - both of which are 
still sung badly in karaoke bars 
across the world. 

It’s now 18 years since Sinatra 
died and his legacy lives on, 
particularly for his more serious 
fans who cherish his chart 
topping albums such as Come 
Fly With Me and films such as 
From Here to Eternity and the 
musical Guys and Dolls. 

But Sinatra is also well known 
for his membership of a very 
exclusive club called ‘the rat 
pack’, an elite club of 
entertainers including fellow 
stars Dean Martin and Sammy 
Davis Jr. 

But when not on stage or 
ripping it up in bars with his 
starry pals, Sinatra liked to 
withdraw to his home in Palm 
Springs near Los Angeles. It’s 
called Villa Maggio, named after 
his character Angelo Maggio in 
From Here To Eternity and a 
home he built it in 1967 
overlooking the stunning 


Lord Byron was Britain’s 
greatest poet famed for his 
unusual lifestyle, loves and 
hugely popular poems many of 
which continue to beat at the 
heart of our lives today. 

The character of Dracula was 
said to be based on Byron’s pasty 
demeanour while more recently 
acts as diverse as Boney M and 
Leonard Cohen have employed 
his poetry in their lyrics. David 
Bowie also used his character in 
his Blue Jean video and Suede’s 
song Heroine refers to his poem 
She Walks in Beauty. 

But Byon wasn’t quite the 
downtrodden poetry rock star 
many authors and songwriters 
are drawn to. Although he had a 
famously fruity personal life, he 
was the son of the gentry and 
one of his relatives, the 4th Lord 
Byron, was granted a former 
Augustinian abbey called 
Newstead in 1540 by Henry VIII. 

Lord Byron the poet inherited 
the property off his great uncle 
in 1798 and he lived there on and

that he remained in residence 
there until his death in 1998.

Luckily, today Newstead 
Abbey is in fine fettle and agent 
Savills (0115 934 8020) has a home 
created within its Gothic stable 
block for sale. Called Gable End, 
it’s a recently restored 
three-bedroom house 
overlooking the gorgeous abbey 
and within its grounds. It’s on 
the market at £625,000. 


here are hundreds of 
homes on the market 
at the moment with 
former industrial uses 
from old jam factories 
to converted Cold War bunkers. 

But this property is unique. 
It’s an old gas works built in 
1877 to make cooking gas that 
has been converted by author 
Jeanette Winterson of Oranges 
Are Not The Only Fruit fame. 

It harks from age before 
natural gas when coal was 
heated to create vapour for a 
range of uses including 
lighting, cooking and heating. 

The ruined site was bought 
by Winterson in 1994 for 
£500,000 as a writer’s retreat 
and is near the village of Upper 
Slaughter in Gloucestershire. It 
was subsequently refurbished 
including a redesign by 
renowned architect Chris 
Dyson. He added a large and 
striking steel-clad extension at 
its rear and work was 
completed last year. 

The older part of the property, 
which once housed the 
gasworks, includes two 
reception rooms, Winterson’s 
writing room and a bedroom 
while the contemporary 
extension includes three more 
bedrooms and a striking steel 
tower in which there is an 
office and a further sitting 
room. 

The property’s renovation 
and extension was chronicled 


by Winterson in a series of 
articles for The Times, during 
which she detailed her battle to 
finance and complete the 
project. 

“My feeling is that, whatever 
the future of this building, I 
have done all I can to restore it 
properly,” she said. 


Her work did not go 
unnoticed and the Royal 
Institute of British Architects 
this year lauded it as for 
making ‘a silk purse from a 
sow’s ear’. 

But Winterson is on the move 
again. The property is now on 
the market with Strutt & Parker 
(01608 653307) for £1.59 million.

What few remember these 
days is that they bought a home 
on Hyde Park Gate in London 
which, except for his four-year 
return to power in 1950, they 
called home until his death in 
1965. 

At the time the property was 
well known to millions - the 
Churchillian comings and goings 
at the property were featured 
regularly on Pathe 
newsreels, and the property 
was the centre of press 
attention in 1958 when it 
was burgled and Churchill’s 
store of cigars reportedly 
stolen.

Volkswagen ends WRC reign

VOLKSWAGEN has announced it 
is pulling out of the World Rally 
Championship only days after it 
claimed victory in the Rally Great 
Britain in Wales and secured its fourth 
consecutive WRC manufacturers’ title. 
The announcement comes less than 
a week after Audi revealed it was to 
curtail its motorsport activities and 
is quitting the Le Mans endurance 
series to concentrate on developing 
electric racing cars. 

VW says it will be switching its 
attention to customer sport and will 


be developing a series of new models 
for privateers and individual teams. 
“The Volkswagen brand is facing 
enormous challenges,” said Frank 
Welsch, member of the VW board 
of management responsible for 
technical development. 

He told the company’s 200 motorsport 
employees in Hanover: “With the 
upcoming expansion in electrification 
of our vehicle range we must focus 
all our efforts on important future 
technologies. We far exceeded our 
sporting goals in the WRC, now we 


are realigning Volkswagen Motorsport 
and moving the vehicle technology of 
the future more starkly into focus.” 

He said that for 2017 onwards the 
company would focus on customer 
racing with the Golf GTITCR in touring 
car series racing and the Beetle GRC 
in rallycross. 

Volkswagen will also begin 
development of a new rally vehicle 
in the R5-category based on the next 
generation Polo and will offer the 
car to customers to buy from 2018 
onwards. 


The company, hit by the ‘dieselgate’ 
emissions cheating scandal last year, 
said no jobs would be affected as a 
result of the decision. 

Since 2013 Volkswagen has 
dominated the world rally scene with 
the Polo R WRC where the factory 
teams of Sebastien Ogier/Julien 
Ingrassia, Jari-Matti Latvala/Miikka 
Anttila and Andreas Mikkelsen/ 
Anders Jaeger competed in 51 rallies 
with 42 wins and 621 best special 
stage times. 

No other car in the history of the 
World Rally Championship has had 
a better success rate culminating in 
last weekend’s victory for Ogier and 
Ingrassia in the Rally Great Britain. 
VW is now ranked fourth in the overall 
list of WRC manufacturer champions 
behind Lancia which has secured 10 
titles, Citroen with eight and Peugeot 
with five. 

Sven Smeets, director of Volkswagen 
Motorsport said: “Of course, we 
regret the departure from the WRC 
very much - as this was the most 
successful chapter in the Volkswagen 
brand’s motorsport history. 

“The team has done great things. At 
the same time, our vision is firmly 
ahead, because we are aware of the 
great challenges facing the entire 
company. We want our realignment 
to contribute to the success of the 
Volkswagen brand. From now on, the 
focus is on upcoming technologies 
in motorsport and on our customer 
sports range, where we will position 
ourselves more broadly and 
attractively.”

Volkswagen 
Touran SE 1.2 TSI

FOR A busy family on the move a midi-MPV 
is still one of the most viable propositions. 
And if you like your family motoring laced 
with more than a dash of quality, then the 
latest Volkswagen Touran delivers in no 
uncertain terms. 

In fact, it is the overall build quality of this 
vehicle that impresses as soon as you clap 
eyes on it. 

These days there is no such thing as a 
really bad car and most are constructed 
to an acceptable standard. But in terms 
of fine panel joins and quality of materials 
Volkswagen take it to the max with 
this vehicle. 

It provides all the old VW features and a lot 
of news ones too, all brought together on 
a new platform based on the company’s 
MQB design, making the Touran larger 
than the model it replaced, offering more 
interior space. 

What it also does is offer excellent luggage 
space even though it comes as standard 
with seven seats. 

It gives 917 litres of luggage room loaded 
to the roof with the rearmost seats in 
place, rising to 1,857 litres with the middle 
three seats folded. And there are up to 47 
storage compartments. 

VW claims that it is the most family friendly 
vehicle around and I believe it. 

For instance, all who have had children 
know the feeling of frustration when World 
War Three is raging in the back and you 
have to keep you mind on the road and pull 
over when safe to sort it all out. 
Volkswagen’s answer is something called 
Cam Connect, available in the Touran range, 
which utilises a Go Pro camera to display 


images on the touchscreen so you can 
referee without turning round. 

And it is possible to lay the law down by using 
the in-car phone mics and sound system so 
the youngsters cannot claim they did not hear 
you because of traffic or radio noise. 

There are a variety of petrol and diesel 
powered options, my test vehicle featuring a 
1.2-litre TSI petrol unit linked to a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

You might think that a 1.2 in a seven seater 
may prove to be a gutless and boring choice, 
but this is not the case as direct injection 
and turbocharging give this unit the 1 lOps 
punch you would normally associate with a 
larger engine. 

Top speed is 117mph and 0-62mph comes 
up in 11.3 seconds but it is this car’s 
smoothness in all conditions that impressed 
me and certainly made the point that 
lower capacity petrol power is back with 
a vengeance. 

AS with most VWs, the Touran SE 1.2 is not 
exactly cheap weighing in at £23,630, but it 
offers a lot for the money. 

An extra option on the model I drove which I 
would recommend is the Discover Navigation 
touch-screen navigation/radio system with 
Car-Net guide and Inform. This offers access 
to a mass of information for an outlay of £810.

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NEW FORD TECHNOLOGY FOR SAFER DRIVING

FORD has always been at the cutting edge when it conies to the latest innovations in driver aids and safety equipment and has developed several new 
systems which will appear in its future products. 

Nerve-wracking, potentially hazardous and a significant contributor to repair bills for low-speed bumps and scrapes - parking is a pet-hate for drivers 
everywhere. 

Ford claims that in the UK a quarter of accidents occur in car parks. Almost half of drivers say they would rather travel further from their destination 
than attempt to parallel park. 

The company has also developed cross-traffic alert with braking technology designed to help reduce parking stress by detecting people and objects 
about to pass behind the vehicle, providing a warning to the driver and then automatically braking if the driver does not respond. 

Rear wide-view camera, on the in-car display, will offer an alternative wide-angle view of the rear of the vehicle. Enhanced active park assist will 
parallel or perpendicular park at the push of a button. 

Other technologies also developed at the Ford European Research and Innovation Centre in Aachen, Germany, include systems designed to help 
drivers steer around other vehicles to help avoid high speed collisions, and to warn drivers from travelling the wrong way down motorways. 

Ford calls it an evasive steering assistant. 

These new technologies - expected to be first made available on Ford vehicles in the next two years, are part of the company’s commitment to triple its 
investment in developing driver assist features, to evolve them further and to expand their capabilities, speeding the roll-out of systems that make it 
easier to park and drive in heavy traffic, and help drivers avoid collisions.

INFINITI Q60 FOR 2017 DEBUT

INFINITES premium sports coupe, the new Q60, has just gone 
on sale and first deliveries of the sleek-looking newcomer will 
be made in the UK early next year. 

The all-new Q60 comes with the choice of two powertrains - a 
2.0-litre petrol engine turbocharged to produce 208bhp and a 
3.0 litre V6 twin-turbo boosted to a whopping 400bhp. 

The new Infiniti will be up against the likes of the latest Mercedes 
C-Class Coupe, the upcoming Audi A5 and the Lexus RC. 

Prices start at £33,990 for the entry level Premium specification 
and the Q60 comes with state-of-the-art features such as 
Infiniti’s second-generation direct adaptive steering and a new 
dynamic digital suspension with drive mode selector. 

Four specifications are on offer with Premium Tech, Sport and 
Sport Tech trims priced from £37,690 to £38,690. 

High tech equipment includes intelligent cruise control with 
distance control assist enabling the drive to set a desired speed 
and the car will automatically and smoothly decelerate in 
slowing traffic. 

When the ICC system traffics pace resumes will bring the Q60 
back up to the pre-set speed and safety distance. 

Another feature is active lane control which works with the 
adaptive steering to evaluate the road ahead, automatically making 
small steering angle corrections if the car experiences min or 
direction changes due to uneven road surfaces or crosswinds. 

An adaptive front lighting system improves visibility around curves 
by sensing the steering and turning the headlights. Together with LED 
auto-levelling lamps it increases the overall field of vision at night.

The Q60 drive mode selector gives drivers the option of 
altering steering response and feel. At the touch of a button 
there are six choices: Standard, Snow, Eco, Customise, Sport 
and Sport+, depending on the specification. 

Under the bonnet, the all-new 3.0-litre V6 twin-turbo engine 
has water-cooled air charging, a turbo speed sensor and 
advanced turbine blades designed for quicker response and 
higher peak torque. 

Certain systems can also be accessed remotely through an 
Infiniti InTouch Services App which interacts directly with the 
car from a smartphone or personal computer. 

Infiniti says that the new Q60 should be one of the quietest cars 
around for driver and passengers while on the entertainment 
front it comes with a 13-speaker Bose stereo which features 
active noise cancellation - a system that emits certain 
frequencies through the speakers to cancel out any exterior 
noise, especially from the engine.

It went 
on to become one of the first of the batch of 20 Press 
launch cars. 

Other notable vehicles which went under the 
hammer at the sale included an original right hand 
drive 1974 Ferrari Dino 246 GT E Series, with 
coachwork by Scaglietti and design by Pininfarina, 
which went for £374,000 and a 1977 Ferrari 512 
BB that featured at the 1977 London Motor Show, 
which sold for £225,000. g

THE latest version of Mitsubishi’s ASX crossover is now 
on sale in the UK with updated styling inside and out. 

The new ASX gets a sleek new look courtesy of what 
Mitsubishi Motors Corporation calls its “Dynamic Shield” 
design bringing it in line with other models in the range 
such as the new Outlander and Outlander PHEV. 

The front end now appears with bold chromed streaks 
sitting either side of the grille, shielding the three diamond 
Mitsubishi mark. 

It also comes with a new shark fin antenna, revised seat 
cushions, new seat upholstery across the range and a 
new “Lightning Blue” colour option. 

Versions of the new ASX range have also been changed, 
returning to the straightforward ASX 2, ASX 3, ASX 4 and 
ASX 5 designation with changes to trim levels.

Fans continue to 
reject the Trophy’s 
feeble new format 


SINCE taking up this job, 
there are plenty of highlights 
Eve been privileged to report 
on, but I’m afraid to say cov¬ 
ering this season’s 
Checkatrade Trophy hasn’t 
been one of them. 

On Tuesday, I was at 
Northampton Town v West 
Ham U21s for one of our sister 
publications and it seemed to 
sum up everything wrong 
with the competition and its 
current format. 

The debate about letting in 
academy teams has been 
done to death, so we won’t 
dwell on that too much, but 
suffice to say it hasn’t done 
anything to attract support¬ 
ers. Quite the opposite, in 
fact. 

Crowds in the early stages of 



the competition in its old for¬ 
mat were never exactly high, 
but in its new guise, they have 
been breaking records for the 
wrong reasons. 

This was the case at 
Sixfields, where only 762 peo¬ 
ple bothered to show up for a 
by-product of the group stage, 
which was introduced this 
season: dead rubbers. 

Neither Northampton nor 


West Ham could go through 
and it gave the Cobblers their 
lowest-ever home gate for a 
competitive home game, but 
the most farcical aspect of the 
night was saved until last. 

After an insipid 1-1 draw, it 
was confirmed over the tan- 
noy, to the bewilderment of 
the ‘crowd’, that there would 
be a penalty shoot-out to 
decide who would win an 
utterly worthless bonus point. 

But back to the crowds; it’s 
clear that fans have voted 
with their feet (although I 
wish those who abuse the 
fans that do attend on social 
media would give it a rest). 

When a passionate derby 
such as Swindon v Oxford 
United is generating only apa¬ 
thy, and swathes of empty

seats, you know something is 
seriously wrong. 

A competition that was once 
just about tolerated is now 
being flat out rejected by 
those that matter most when 
it comes to producing an 
atmosphere - the supporters. 

With any luck, the EFL will 
see sense and see what every¬ 
one else has concluded: the 
experiment hasn’t worked 
and a nonsensical format, if 
not the tournament itself, 


needs to be dropped. 

That being said, closer to 
home, I genuinely believe 
Luton Town have used the 
Trophy in the right way. 

Yes, they’ve gone against 
EFL rules in making the 
amount of changes that they 
have, and it could yet draw a 
fine, but the teams they have 
named have actually looked 
like they care about picking 
up results. 

The fringe players involved 


have appeared hungry to 
really press their case and 
youngsters like Akin Famewo, 
Frankie Musonda and Craig 
King have come on leaps and 
bounds. 

They’ll be involved when 
the knockout stage begins 
next month, in which they 
make the trip to Swindon. 
Though whether the match 
will draw more than the 2,698 
fans the one against Oxford 
did remains to be seen.

He nearly came close to netting his first for 
the Hatters at the death, but it just wasn’t to be. 

“This is a big club to come into and he’s now 
finding his feet,” Jones said of Vassell, adding: 
“When he gets going and when he really hits 
the ground running we could have an animal 
on our hands.” 

Despite all his energy and intent, the result 
still rested on a late Christian Walton save 
after a cross cannoned off McGeehan’s face, 
but it should never have got to that squeaky- 
bum stage, once the Hatters had got their 
noses in front. Yet Jordan Cook got himself 
sent off late on for two stupid bookable offenc¬ 
es in six minutes - the second red card in two 
games for Luton - to set up a nail-biting finale 
that Stanley had scarcely threatened when it 
was 11-a-side. 

But the hosts - who were the better side 
throughout, even if that’s all relative after a 
dreary first 40 minutes - saw it out for a first 
League Two win in three games and consecu¬ 
tive clean sheets in the division for the first 


time this term. “I’ve been waiting for him to 
make an impact like that, because he’s got it,” 
said right back James Justin of Vassell, adding: 
“He’s so fast and powerful and he’s learning 
other aspects of the game, which is making 
him better.” 

Jack Marriott was who the former Truro City 
ace replaced, but last term’s top scorer began 
the game as the only change from Town’s last 
League Two game. 

As summaries for entire first halves of foot¬ 
ball go, there could be none better than the 
moment Scott Cuthbert conceded a throw-in 


without an Accrington player within 20 yards 
of him, deep into a desperately dull first act. 

That’s not to say there were no moments to 
raise the pulse, it’s just that both of them came 
within seconds of each other six minutes 
before the break. 

Glen Rea and the McGeehan must have each 
thought they’d scored, but Stanley stopper 
Elliot Parish pawed the first away instinctively 
before an even more stunning save, stopping 
the Luton goalscorer’s effort on the line, 
having already committed himself. 

Aside from that, McGeehan hit the stanchion 


behind the goal for a split-second of celebra¬ 
tions before the disappointing realisation it 
was a miss. 

The visitors offered nothing in an attacking 
sense, so you could say that the Hatters had 
the better of it, but the moans and groans from 
the terraces that perforated the period told you 
everything you needed to know about 45 min¬ 
utes almost entirely devoid of excitement and 
littered with frustration. 

That seeped into the second half until Vassell 
was called up. The striker immediately won a 
free-kick and Alan Sheehan licked it off the 
under side of the crossbar but it bounced in 
front of the goal-line and the new introduction 
was beaten to Danny Hylton’s rebound header 
by Parish. 

It looked like the ball would never go in when 
the keeper pulled off an unbelievable point 
blank save to deny Cuthbert his first ever 
Luton goal, but seconds later the deadlock was 
broken. Justin skidded a cross through a 
congested penalty area where, eventually, 
McGeehan forced it, looping and deflecting, 
into the top corner. 

That was the result sewn up until Cook’s 
emotions boiled over. He’d already seen red for 
an off-the-pitch shove and the adrenaline 
must have still been flowing when he lunged 
late into a challenge on Matty Pearson. 

After his long trudge to the tunnel, head 
bowed, Stanley smelled blood. Walton tipped 
over Rommy Boco’s header, which was fairly 
routine for the lofty goalie, but his second 
spared McGeehan’s blushes in injury time as 
he clawed off the line. 

Vassell then got close, but still so far, to his 
first Hatters goal when he blocked a Parish 
clearance and saw it ricochet goalwards. It 
didn’t carry, but with cameos like this the 
forward can’t be far off breaking his duck.
